EXPEDITIONS TO POLES. 


Last Portion* of Planet's Surface to 


Be Reached. 
THE last portions of the planet's sur- 


face to be reached^,and explored 


are the poles, both. of^themAinor* or 
less Ice-bound. The south pole, espe- 
cially remote from the great centers 
of civilization, has never attracted 
more than a scientific Interest. The flrst 
work done In tbe geography of the ant- 
arctics was done by the discovery of 
the South Shetland islands in 1816 by 
Capt Smith. Various "lands" have 
t-ince been revealed—among them En- 
ueiby Land and Graham Land by BIs- 
toe in 1831. Wilkesland In 1840, by 
Wllkes, and Victoria 
Land by 
Sir 


James Iloas, two years later—but it 
is not yot definitely known whether 
these are mere islands or parts of a 
continent. 
Extensive 
land 
areas 


around the south pole arc meanwhile 
suggested by the slope of the ocean 
floor and by the character of the ant- 
arctic icebergs. The coasts are fronted 
with glaciers, which project for Ion;? 
distances into the sea, showing that it 
an antarctic continent exists it must 
be covered everywhere by Immense 
sheets of ice.

"Farthest north" Is now 200 mile*

Commander Robert B. Peary In hia 
last expedition of 1905-6. Leaving civ- 
ilization in the Roosevelt, Peary spent 
three weeks In boring through the nar- 
row ice-swept channel between Green- 
land and America, only to have hi* 
ship driven ashore Into winter quar- 
ters at Capo Sheridan. 
In a subse- 


quent sledge trip over the Ice, the ex- 
plorer wns cut off from his support- 
ing parties. The final dash, with eight 
men and «lx teams of dogs, enabled 
him to reach 87 degrees 6 minutes, 
where the condition-of the ice and 
lack of food'Compelled i immediate re- 
turn.

"It's a Httle early yet for the big In- 


flux of miners from the north, bring- 
ing tbe gold from tbe gulches just a* 
tbey found It," said Jack Burton at 
tbe Diller hotel. Burton arrived on 
the steamship Jefferson, which brought 
upward of a million dollars in gold 
from the north. 


"We bad three men aboard that I 


knew brought more 
than 
$100,000 


each, but the money was in drafts and 
currency. The purser's * strong box 
carried more gold than half a dozen 
men could carry, and In the mail ship- 
ments, under the protection of Uncle 
Sam, 
there was enough to pay tbe 


salary of John O. Rockefeller for a 
year or more." 


Old-time Alaskans say tbat the day 


of the Individual miner's poke Is about 
gone. Time was, they say, when all 
the gold that came out of the Yukon 
valley was brought to Seattle in the 
leather bags of tbe miners and sold to 
the melting shops.

Special View of Meeting the 


Needs of Boy* and Olrle— 


Located In Chicago. 


Churches hare been established for 


'certain, claoass, certain nationalities, 
certain special needs,'but never before 
has a church been organized and main- 


The First Children's Church, Chicago. 


tained exclusively for the little tots, 
who ordinarily are supposed'to abhor 
the irksomeness and somberness nf 
the to them uninteresting and solemn 
church service as maintained for the 
adult membership. But Chicago, whicb 
city can lay claim to many sensible In- 
novations, is tbe possessor of a chil- 
dren's church which has recently been 
organised. To be sure since 
the 


Founder of the Faith spoke the words 
by Galilee's lake, "Suffer the little 
children to come unto me," they have 
been made welcome In all the temples 
of worship, but It Is a new thought to 
have a house of prayer and worship ex- 
clusively for them. 


The building, which bears tbe title, 


"The First Children's Church," hag 
just been dedicated, but tbe enthusi- 
'asm it aroused has resulted In a dou-~ 
bled membership in its brief month o£ 
activity. 


William Fllline Is superintendent of 


this Juvenile church. A printer by 
trade, be bag long been Interested in 
religious worTt, having graduated from 
tbe Moody Bible Institute. Assisting 
him in the work Is Bernard Oronseth, 
a somewhat older, but no less -:*Der- 
getlc evangelist. 


The movement had its Inception a 


year and a half ago »t a meeting held 


In a Chicago lodge room. Par 
month* meetings w«i» • held IB ihfe-- 
place, but tbe atmosphere lacked the 
essentially religious tone that was d«- 
stred, and the organisers kept on th* 
outlook for a church building which 
could be obtained within th* •mall 
limits set by their funds. During th* 
summer months a shift was mad* to 
a tent, and youngaten crowded nightly 
to bear the speakers secured by So- 
perlntettd»nt'FII!l«e, 


Others had be«n watchingvthe^irork, 


and had began to s*» It* ponlWIttlM, 
so when Superintendent ntlla* learned 
of a former church building, th»n bet*tj 
used as a storage house, that could b* 
obtained for a not excessive sum h* 
found liberal proffers of help when h* 
started out to obtain It 


Six month* of hard work was re- 


quired to get the building In ft fit con- 
dition to bold church service*, but 
everybody helped. Much of the actual 
carpentering, painting and paper-hang- 
ing was done by Messrs. Filllne and 
Gronsetb, assisted by volunteer* from 
ether churches, who had been aro«»*d 
to the value of the work In progress. 


When the little church was finally 


refurnished It presented a pretty ex- 
terior and a comfortable, cheerful In- 
terior, tbat delighted tbe eyes of the 
children who bad seen It grow from a 
virtual barn. 


Six different churches volunteered 


help for the opening night, aiding 
either with singers or speakers. 


One boy, Joseph Raycroft, developed! 


unexpected powers as an evangelist, 
and he filled the church In services 
which lasted for more than a week, 60 
children being converted during th» 
time that tbe youngster occupied th* 
pulpit. 


The new churcb does.not abandon 


the regular Sunday school meeting of 
other churches. It merely supplement* 
It. Sunday school 1* held every Baa- 
day afternoon at three o'clock. 


On Sunday .evening-, from seven to 


eight; is bald .the- regular -cb«Wr»n's 
church praise service, which consist* 
of singing and prayers little testlmonle* 
by the youngsters and Bible reading* 
by the children or the superintendent. 


For this service there Is a children"* 


choir and a drummer. Foundation* 
have been laid for a children's orches- 
tra, and It Is hoped to bave one within 
the next 12 months 


Tbe other regular church meeting 


Is held on Wednesday night*, and con- 
sists of Bible study and exercise* de- 
signed to teach children that In sue- 
cess, In religion or In practical life the 
Brst rule la to be able to help oneself. 


In addition to these service*. It to 


also uoped to Introduce others, which 
will Include a night for boy* and a 
night for girl* once a week.
